He 
had found hardly any evidence, he 
said, of German antipathy to Great 
Britain and the United States, but 
the old hatred for France continues. 

The only possibility he saw of the 
old militaristic party regaining con¬ 
trol was that the allies, by institut¬ 
ing crushing economic pressure would 
convince the German people that 
their only hope lay In another resort 
to arms.

MINING OF GOLD 

FITABLE 


Berlin, Dec. IS—Joachim Albrecht 
Hohenxollem, cousin of W. Hohen- 
zollern. former Kaiser of Germany, 
who received world-wide notoriety as 
the ringleader In an anti-Entente riot 
in the Adlon Hotel last year, is back 
in Berlin. His period of banishment 
from the capital expired some time 
ago. and, having brightened his days 
of exile by courtship and remarriage, 
he has taken up his residence in Ber¬ 
lin again. 

But the Prince has a hankering for 
the fleshpots of the Adlon restaurant 
which, after his March escapade, he 
was warnetFto avoid, bfcing told that 
the waiters would not serve him, nor 
would the kitchen cook for him. So 
he sent his wife, who was the Bar¬ 
oness Noatltsch. a well-known figure 
in Berlin society, to inquire of Herr 
Adlon if the former Prince would now 
be re-admitted to his favorite res¬ 
taurant. 

As the inquiry was accompanied by 
an undertaking that he would behave 
.himself, Adlon withdrew the bar. 
Hohensollern’s promise to behave is 
In a way a belated confession, for 
| after his March demonstrations he 
always maintained that he was noth¬ 
ing more than a spectator of the riot¬ 
ous scene. 

Bo Joachim Hohenzollem and his 
wife, all smiles, duly appeared for 
dinner, and he chose his favorite 
table near the orchestra. But "Deut¬ 
schland L’ber Alles" was not played 
this time. To mark the occasion the I 
band played one of Joachim's own 
compositions, a waltz entitled "Tou- 
jours Fidele," as the newly married 
couple entered. This was followed 
by another waltz called "Mlett," of 
which Joachim is also the composer.

"It should be a 
richly paying proposition from the 
start." 

The latest discover)* of gold in Nova 
Scotia recalls to old timers the days 
when digging for the precious metal 
in. Halifax and Guysboro Counties 
l»aid di v i d e nd s. The Province was 
never an Eldorado, but a dozen years 
ago, when labor and material were 
cheap. Nova Scotia sold her gold for 
coin of the realm. 

"It doesn't pay now." said a Nova 
Scotian who knows as much about the 
gold-mining history of the Province 
as anybody, "for the same reason that 
It doesn't pay to mine fairly rich dlr^ 
in Africa and Australia. Perhaps 
when labor is cheaper again and 
water power is available, or when the 
price of gold goes up, if it ever does, 
then the mines may be worked again. 
It doesn’t pay to produce gold for sale 
at twenty dollars an ounce if It costs 
forty dollars to get the ounce. 

Other opinion holds that the gold 
mines of the Province, full of pockets 
where the miners “struck it rich." 
were & delusion and a snare to the un¬ 
wary investor of the good old days. 
Scores of people lost tneir savings in 
unfortunate plunges on "pockets" that 
eventually petered out.

NOW CUSS A MEN 

Physical Average of Univer¬ 
sity Men Raised Above 
Last Year 

Toronto, Dec. It.—Froud as he was 
over last year's record of 75 per cent, 
class “A" men amongst Varsity 
undergraduates, Dr. J. W. Barton, the 
physical director of the University of 
Toronto, 1$ even more enthusiastic 
about the result of this term’s phy¬ 
sical examinations. 

In general, these examinations— 
which include all male students ex¬ 
cept a few senior "Dents." and 
"Meds.*"—revealed the fact that 80 
per cent, are In category "A." This 
means laht a number in categories 
"B" and **C" last year have gone up 
into the highest class and are now 
fit for any branch of military ser¬ 
vice. - 

In working on the basis of the 
military categories, the age require¬ 
ment Is, of course, disregarded, a 
great proportion of tho students be¬ 
ing under twenty years of age. 

Eight per cetn. belong to class “B," 
or, though physically fit in many 
ways—fit even for foreign service— 
some small defect would prevent their 
serving in front line trenches. An 
j impairment in hearing, even In one 
ear, bars a man from class "A," and 
puts him automatically With the 
"U’s." Class "C" men, of whom there 
are 11H per cent, are fit for service 
jn Canada only, having disabilities 
"such as very poor eyesight, flat, 
painful feet, a hernia or threatened 
hernia. Three-eighths per cent, were 
found to be temporarily unfit, suf¬ 
fering possibly from colds, measles, 
chickenpox and the like—buU will 
probably forsake class "D" 'for a 
higher category later on. Only one- 
eighth per cent are claxlfied as "E" 
men. totally unfit. 

Ability to swim—deemed import¬ 
ant at very many universities—may 
quite possibly b® required before 
graduation within the next year or 
two.

Washington. D. C.. Dec. 13.—Real 
estate Interests have at last estab¬ 
lished a legislative conning tower at : 
"’•■hington, for the purpose of scan¬ 
ning all embryo laws that bM fair 
affect the ownership of real pro¬ 
perty throughout the country. This : 
strategic move was made in con¬ 
formity with the plan discussed at 
the recent convention of the National 
Association of Ileal Estate Boards 
held at Kansas City. It was’agreed 
at the convention that lack of co¬ 
hesion and vigilance on the i*art of the 
nation's real estate Interests had 
been responsible for the passage of 
detrimental laws, both State and 
national, and it waa decided that the 
establishment .of a watching post 
at the nationjfr’eapiUll was the first 
•tep necessary in any effective 
scheme of protection. 

Accordingly the. national associa¬ 
tion’s legislative committee met at 
Washington last week and created 
the national legislative bureau, with. 
Robert B. Armstrong of Washington 
at Its head. Mr. Armstrong will have 
an associate to help him in his work, 
which will not only consist of scru¬ 
tinising proposed laws but will also 
call for the gathering of Information 
and opinions from the various res! 
estate boards of the country for com¬ 
bating the laws.

Young Bulls, Whipped By Adult 
Rivals, Become Daring. 


Bangor, Dec. IS.—WhAt Is known 
as the “crsxy season" for bull moose 
started early this year. While Les¬ 
lie Honthworth, of Onington. was 
lending out a pair of foxhound pups 
and getting them wonted to- the 
woods, the young dogs picked up a 
scent.near the Segeunkedunk stream 
and PHIowed the trail for two miles 
Into Brewer, near the Holden line. 
In passing through the *Lane settle¬ 
ment Southworth saw the tracks of 
th© animal he was following and 
Identified them as those of a young; 
bull moose. 

The same afternoon persona on the 
rood leading from South Brewer to 
Hidden saw a sprightly young hull 
moose feeding in the standing oats 
a few rods away from the highway. 
The animal remained cropping the 
heads of grain until two women drew 
within a quarter of a mile, and then 
shook Its antlered head and trotted 
Into some gray birches. The moose 
was evidently about five years of 
age and weighed from $00 to 800 
pounds. Its forelegs were streaked 
and spattered with blood showing 
where It had come in violent contact 
with barbed wire fences. 

The next day Guy Betts, of Holden, 
reported he had Just seen a moose 
feeding among a patch of second 
crop clover back of O'Leary's orchard 
in Holden, some two miles east of 
where it was seen Sunday. 

Excursions of young moose Into the 
haunts of civilisation seem to be fre¬ 
quent in Eastern Maine. About Sep¬ 
tember 2(1 Inst year a young bull 
stalked Into the thickly-settled 
suburbs of Bangor near the Fair 
Grounds and wandered across three 
or four fields In full sight of scores 
of wondering people.

PRESBYTERIAN YEAR 
BOOK SUMMARIZES 
CHURCH’S STATUS 

Tbs "Blue Book" of the Presby¬ 
terian Church in Canada, oflclally 
known as “The Acts and Proceedings 
of the Forty-Sixth General Assembly 
of the Presbyterian Church In Can¬ 
ady," has recently been distributed 
among Its congregations in British 
Columbia. 

The total number of communicants 
la 1»1» was 242.155. and the church 
minist ered to 152.fi famines • The 
average contribution of the families 
waa $29.27. while that of the com- 
municants was $ 22 . 

For the Synod of British Columbia 
the figures given are: Families. 
1L52T; average contributions, $34.47; 
communicants. 14.045. average con¬ 
tributions. $25.52. The grand total 
contributed by the Presbyterian 
churches in this province was $41#.- 
•70. Of this amount 9121.125 was 
contributed for ministerial stipend. 
941.222 for missions, education and 
benevolences, and $222,942 for con¬ 
gregational purposes. 

A total of 948 person were received 
Into membership in the church on 
profession of faith during the year, 
and 1.199 brought letters of transfer 
with them from their home c hu rches * 
and were received in British Colum¬ 
bia. 

There were 151 ministers on the 
rolls of the various Presbyteries in 
British Co&mbia last year with 202 
preaching stations. There were 209 
Sunday schools with 2.22$ teachers 
and officers and 20,222 scholars.

22S scholars. There were 14$ organ¬ 
izations reported among the boys, 
girts and young people of the church.

"PROPORTIONAL REPRESENTA¬ 
TION." 

To the Editor—Now that the people 
have decided that the Mayor. Alder- 
men. School Trustees, etc. are U» be 
elected by Proportional Representa¬ 
tion. It is advisable that every elec¬ 
tor should be made familiar with this 
system—what It is—and how It Is 
worked. I will endeavor to explain 
It as simply and in as few words aa 
possible. 

So far as the voter is concerned. 
Proportional Representation appears 
to be simple. Every person, without 
exception, could easily number s list 
of foods or other articles in the order 
of his preference, giving the figure 
1 to the food he liked best, and num¬ 
bering the others 2. 2, 4. etc., as he 
preferred them. In a Proportional 
Representation election all he needs 
to do, having forrasd his own opinion 
as to the candidates. Is to treat them 
in the same way. If he likes John 
Robinson best he will give him the 
figure one; if John Brown is his next 
favorite he will give Brown the fig¬ 
ure 2. and so on down the list. If he 
marks only one name with the figure 
1 his vole will be gi>od. but he should 
also mark other preferences as 
shown. 

It should be thoroughly under¬ 
stood that the voter is not obliged 
to vote for the full number of candi¬ 
dates to be elected and can use his 
own Judgment as to the number he 
votes for. 

It cannot be too strongly Impressed 
on the voters not to place a cross 
“X" opposite any candidate's name; 
If an * X“ appears on the ballot, that 
hat lot la spoiled and will not be 
counted. 

What complications there are In 
the system do not become apparent 
until the votes come to be counted. 
But the electors at large do not count 
the ballots and so they need not con¬ 
cern themselves with the complica¬ 
tions. They can. however, be sure of 
one thing, via., that their votes can- 
nor frill t y bo applied In any other

I This, he emphasised, does not neces¬ 
sarily mean political recognition of 
the Soviet Government. He doe* not 
intend to take up this matter direct¬ 
ly with the State* Department, but 
does plan to do some “missionary 
work" In this country. 

“It is entirely 1 up to the American 
people as to whether they wish to get 
the cream of the* great buslneas op¬ 
portunities in Russia or take skimmed 
milk after other European countries 
are through.** he said. “i-Yance al¬ 
ready has formed, a commute# to In¬ 
vestigate the possibility or resuming 
trade relatione with Russia, and It Is 
well known that Great Britain is 
about to take this step.** 

China. 

According to Vanderlip, the Chinese 
Government is about to extend politi¬ 
cal recognition to Russia. He said 
that Just before he left Moscow he 
was given a letter from Foreign Min- 
ister Tchltcherln showing that an of- * 
flcial Chinese delegation had Just 1 
concluded preliminary negotiations 
for recognition of Russia, undsr 
which the Hoviet Government would 
undertake to return to China all ter* j 
ritorles seised under the old esartst 
regime, and to repay all Indemnities 
similarly exacted. 

Vanderlip brought back a message 
from the Hoviet Government to the 
American people declaring that “Rus¬ 
sia does not want American sympa¬ 
thy, but American locomotives,'' and 
that ths Ruaaian atmy and navy will

But they aro^ PWWWPB 
make it apparent |o the seasoned 
trapper and the man who spends the 
Winter of 1920-21 in the bush, trap¬ 
ping. is far more likely than not to 
be wasting his time. 

For example, veteran miners, who 
spend the Rummers in the mines and 
the Winters In the bush trapping, sre 
scuttling South for the Winter. To¬ 
day there arrived in Sudbury a min¬ 
ing man who cleared $4,000 in four 
months* trapping last Winter. But 
hla ling of traps will lie open for all 
comers this year. He knowg the 
game, but believes he knows that for 
the present It is no longer worth the 
candle financially. 

There is a corresponding exodus of 
these old-timers from many parts of 
the North. Of those who are going 
into the bush to trap during this 
Winter the majority are compara¬ 
tively green, and many of them have 
been attracted by the unprecedented 
profits of this business last Winter. 

Changed conditions have driven the 
farsighted trappers from their game 
this Winter. The first is the condi¬ 
tion of the fur market The bottom 
was knocked out of the market last 
Hpring; so far from righting itself, 
let alone rising again to the boom ] 
of last season, the trend of 
everything has driven it farther down. 
The result Is that a good catch would 
bring but meagre profits. 

-The second body blow to the trap¬ 
ping business is a revision of the 
came laws, arising dlrfEQy out df 
the harvest gathered from the raw 
fur business last Winter. For exam¬ 
ple. the beaver season this year does 
not open until January 1. As a gen¬ 
eral rule the trapper has his first 
oatch completed by December 20, and 
comes out with his first batch of 
skins at that tlma He returns again 
after the New Year. There is usual¬ 
ly too much snow around the Christ¬ 
mas season to make It worth while 
staying at the traps. When the 
snow Is too deep the “fur doesn’t 
traveL"
